Line Campus Driveways

A Royal standard waved proudly 
over the Arts Building for 20 
minutes yesterday morning. 

It had been broken out at 10.23 
as a light blue convertible pulled 
up before the door. As the car 
drove away the colorful Hag was 
. ipeedily lowered as tradition de- 
• mands. 

And on the campus below, lining 
•very roadway, climbing to every 
accessible vantage point, was 
assembled the greatest gathering 
of students, staff-members and 
graduates in the 130-year history of 
McGill University. 

By their attendance at the cere- 
monies and by their spontaneous 
cheering as the car turned into the 
campus roadway, a crowd esti- 
mated at over 10,000 extended a 
aincerc and hcart-fclt welcome to 
Their Royal Highnesses the Prin- 
cess Elizabeth and the Duke of 
Edinburgh on the occasion of their 
official visit to the University. 
Crowd Assembles Early 

Crowds arrived early and com- 
petition was keen for the best scats 
in the especially • constructed 
: bleachers that lined both sides of 
the' main avenue of the campus. 
By one hour before the arrival of 
the Royal Couple virtually every 
teat in the student section had been 
taken. 

Choral Society members, grouped 
In one section of the students' 
stands, lead singing during the 
wait for the arrival of the Royal 
Cavalcade. The Band, in full 
dress uniform, marched between 
the rows of stands. From further 
up the avenue came the sounds of 
martial music from the Royal 
Canadian Air Force Band of Tren- 
ton, Ontario. 

Members of the Scarlet Key, Red- 
wing Society and Gold Key, Mac- 
donald College honour society, as- 
aisled in directing students to the 
stands. 

Royal Arrival 

At 10.20 the first A motorcycle 
policemen entered" "the driveway. 
Several cars containing military of- 
ficials and municipal, provincial 
and federal police followed soon 
after. The entire 10,000 rose cheer- 
ing as the light blue convertible 
bearing the Princess and the Duke 
turned slowly into the main avenue 
of the campus. 

The Royal Cavalcade proceeded 
alowly up the avenue, stopping half- 
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way for a brief ceremony at which 
the Royal Couple signed the Stu- 
dent Register and were welcomed 
by undergraduate leaders. On hand 
to ' greet the Royal pair were 
Jacques Tctrault, president of the 
Students' Society, Marilyn Picker- 
ing,' president of the Women's 
Union, William Bokovay, president 
of the Student Council of Macdon- 
ald College, Eddie Kingstonc, Edi- 
tor-in-chief of The Dally, and Eric 
de Bcllalgne, BA3, son of a former 
tutor of the Princess. Tctrault pre- 
sented the Royal Couple With two 
copies of Monday's Royal Visit 
Issue of The Dally, of which 23 had 
been reprinted on special paper for 
the occasion. 

Amid cheering thousands the 
Cavalcade then completed its jour- 
ney to the Arts Building where 
Chancellor O. S. Tyndaic and Prin 
cipal F. Cyril James were waiting 
to extend the official welcome of 
the University. The car door was 
opened by a waiting mountic, greet- 
ings were exchanged, and the Chan- 
cellor escorted the Princess and the 
Principal and the Duke into the 
foyer of the building where the 
official reception had been planned. 

The Royal Couple spent about 
twenty minutes within the build 
ing where members of the Senate 
and the Board of Governors were 
assembled. The couple were seated 
bncath the clock In the foyer as 
the* Chancellor delivered a brief 
address. 

The Chancellor, In his speech, re 
called the Royal Charters of the 
University and observed that Mc- 
Gill is "the largest privately en- 
dowed institution of higher learn» 
j ing in Canada." He expressed the 
I University's pleasure on the occa- 
sion of the fourth visit of Royalty 
to the campus of McGill and, in 
j closing, the University's "fervent 
hope'' that the King would soon be 
restored to complete health and 
strength. He requested that the 
King be assured of. the "unswerv- 
ing loyalty and devotion of all the 
members of McGill University." 

Dr. James then presented to the 
Princess two beautifully bound and 
encased volumes, "McGill and Its 
Story, 1821-1921," by Cyrus Mac- 
millan and "McGill University at 
War. 1914-1018, 1939-1945," by R. C. 
Fcthcrstonhaugh. 
A number of prominent figures

Len Cohen Wins 
Bovey Shield in 
Kashmir Debate 

The Dominion of India has taken 
unwarrenled stand In the Kashmir 
dispute. This was the opinion of 
Len Cohen, winner of the annual 
Bovcy Shield competition Monday. 

Cohen was awarded the shield, 
symbolizing his .supremacy over 
tther first year debators. The top- 
ic undcrdebate was: "resolved that 
India has taken an unjustifiable 
position in the dispute over Kash- 
mir." 

Cohen and his competitors, Peter 
Slater and Derek Hansen, could 
choose either the affirmative or 
negative sides, but all three chose 
the affirmative. Hansen and Slater 
both gave instances where India 
perpetuated her occupation of 
Kashmir by force, disregarding the 
natural tics of Kashmir to Pakis- 
tan. 

Chairman tor the debate was 
George Mannard, Chairman of 
Competitions for the debating so- 
ciety. Judges were Professor Cecil 
Currie of the Philosophy depart- 
ment, Miss Constance Bennet of 
the English department, and Rev. 
E. Clifford Knowles, University 
Chaplan. 

Present at the Bovcy debate also 
were Danny Kingston and Tim For- 
tcous former winners of the Shield 
Along with the judges they con- 
gratulated Len Cohen on his suc- 
cess.

It Is generally agreed that the New York 
Herald Tribune Forum is the best annual invent 
of its kind organized in North America, and your 
delegate, from McGill is in full accord with this 
opinion. 

Some of the greatest brains of the nation 
gathered together to discuss a most timely lopic, 
namely "Balancing Moral Responsibility with Sci- 
entific Progress." It was a heartening experience 
to see one of the world's leading powers become 
Involved in an energetic process of moral Intro- 
•ptctlon. Surely this Is one factor, coupled with 
religious Influences, which should save us from the 
decline which overtook the Roman Empire. 

I was noticeably impressed with one main 
theme which underlined the entire conference. 
Whether Charles Wilson was talking on mobilisa- 
tion, Michael DiSalle on price stabilization, Ber- 
trand Russell in "New Hopes for a Changing 
World," or Paul Hoffman on E.C.A. Administra- 
tion, each In his own particular field brought the 
problem down to a humanistic or Individualistic 
level. Whitney Griswold. President of Yale, key- 
noted the discussion when he said "tonight man 
renews his immemorial effort to find his place as 
an Individual in a world, that seems to recognize 
him only as a species. Man has tried to express 
himself as an Individual ever since he saw the 
Image of God and he has struggled against all the 



tyrannies of his fellow men to fulfill the promise 
in that Image." Speaker after speaker emphasized 
that a democracy Is inevitably concerned with the 
individual as such, whereas despotisms, with their 
rigorous uniformity, ignore him. 

One speaker noted that "all political philoso- 
phies attempt to draiv the line between the op- 
portunities and responsibilities of the individual 
and those of society, but none draws' it so subtly 
in accordance with reality as democracy." There 
is no such thing as general intelligence. There Is 
only Intelligence communicating itself to other 
individual intelligence, no public morality, but 
only a composite of private morality. Was It not 
Emerson who said: "Every institution is but the 
lengthened rhadow of an individual" Mr. Wilson 
and Mr. DiSalle bore out when they told us that 
mobilization and price stabilization will Involve 
much greater personal sacrifice for each Individu- 
al. The former noted that the production crisis, 
at best, will last until next summer. 

Whether the Rule of Dissent in a Democracy 
or Public Integrity and Private conscience were 
being discussed, It seemed that the Forum was try- 
ing to make our contemporary complex world 
order rr.earlr.gful to the individual. It tried to 
tell him he still counted. Yet, the conference 
transcended mere morality. It emphasized the fact 
that the Individual, even when he realized he 
counted, must superimpose his philosophical 
structure on a militant religious faith, whether it 
involved the Hebrew tradition, or the Liturgical 
Life of the Universal Catholic. Such a dualism of 
morality and* religion, it was pointed out. will 
lead the world into a new era of Goldlike action.

Olivier or Leigh, Guinness lor 
Glelgud, Shakespeare or Fry— 
the best of England's plays and 
actors seen on their home ground. 
That was the Festival of Britain, 
1051. 

OLIVIER AND GUINNESS 
Among the lights of London's 
season of the arts shone Alec 
Guinness and Sir Laurence Oli- 
vier. As Hamlet, Guinness was 
far from the familiar movie com- 
edian, arid showed that his real 
ability Is in the serious stage. His 
Hamlet was staged on an almost 
bare stage, reminiscent of Shake- 
speare's original productions. 
From a staging point of view, 
Guinness was a better Hamlet 
play than Ollvler's movie had 
been. 

. Ollvler's delivery of Shake- 
speare's lines is unequalled on 
present day stage or screen. Con- 
sidered by many to be England's 
outstanding actor, Sir Laurence 
Olivier, appearing on his home 
stage at the St. James Theatre, 
performed In two outstanding 
plays during the summer. Olivier 
in the movies Is good, Olivier on 
the stage is v a never-to-be-for- 
gotten experience. 

JOHN GIELGUD 
John Gielgud is another con- 
tender for the title of Britain's 
finest actor. Appearing in the 
Edinburgh festival in "A Win- 
ter's Tale," Gielgud made one of 
Shakespeare's lesser plays into a 



with Michael Redgrave, as they 
performed In the Shakespeare 
memorial theatre at Strafford- 
upon-Avon. Here the play was 
done with a single set, . the 
changes being made by blacking 
out the stage. A former McGill 
student, Leo Ciccri, was perform- 
ing with this company. Again 
the stage was very sixteenth cen- 
tury, with a balcony and pit. 

One of the outstanding names 
in British theatrical circles Is 
that of Christopher Fry.. Besides 
his many plays, he has lately 
turned to composing. The mu- 
sical setting for "A Winter's 
Tale" was by Fry, and was a 
very fine piece of work. Two of 
Fry's play's were on In London 
during the summer — "A Sleep 
of Prisoners" and "Ring Round 
the Moon." The former is a 
seml-rellglous drama about four 
prisoners who are held in a de- 
serted church. They see each 
other/ and their plight in the 
form of dreams. The acting in 
this play is superb, and its set- 
ting Is greatly enhanced by the 
fact that the performances are 
being held In St.. Thomas' Church 
in Regent street The action of 
the play takes place in the chan- 
cel, in the aisles, and at the rear 
of the church. This Is very effec- 
tive to the audience, seated in 
the pews, actually in the centre 
of the action. The dramatic 
poetry and content of Fry's play

Religious parseeuttsn died with the Inquisition. 
The profound truths of religious teaching are now 
being fully grasped and acted upon by mankind. 
Ko longer are brutalities enacted In the name of 
doctrine that teaches universal brotherhood. Such 
Is the triumphant cry of many an individual today. 
Ht Is brought to this Utopian view by the appa- 
rent tolérance between different religious sects. 
Socially, people mingle freely; unhindered discus- 
lion occurs between members of differing faiths. 
All In all, it would seem that there exists a degree 
of mutual sympathy and understanding today un- 
equalled since the origin of Christianity— at least, 
there are no violent exhibitions ot prejudice and 
bigotry to disrupt this false concept. 

However, It requires a much deeper analysis 
than this to reveal the true relationship between 
•xtint faiths and sects. Underneath the veneer of 
social harmony there exists a curront of mental 



But if we are exposed to the prevailing wind 
of some uncompromising bigotry, we, will be dis- 
torted by that Influence. Our specific orientation 
will not allow us to Judge freely. We will not, we 
can not, fully understand others; and what we 
cannot understand, we ridicule. 

Development should be concerned primarily 
with fundamentals. Asv in all organic growth, 
which proceeds from the simple to the complex, 
we should try to concern ourselves first with that 
which is basic and fundamental: then we may 
proceed to that which Is secondary. In the field 
of human relations, what is essential is the estab- 
lishment of a profound belief In the necessity of 
working towards the good of all, not simply the 
good of the self. This altruistic will must be nur- 
tured In us before all else. It is the deepest 
truth of religion; and its verification Is made 
manifest in all we do or say. Wc experience It In 
its development as naturally distinguished from 



; - eligious the familiar self of private desire. The history of 



doctrines. This antagonism is not readily observed 
in everyd.-y social contacts. It Is nurtured In the 
home, In the school, and In religious clubs. It Is 
of the nature of a conceit— a spiritual conceit. It is 
the idea that what we believe Is superior to what 
they' believe because we have access to the crite- 
! rlon of absolute truth. 

In our shrinking world, there is no place for 
such I mental attitude; for it Is the essence ot dis- 
unity and Intolerance, and must necessarily end In 
violence. I do not mean to Imply that universal 
agreement is necessary or even possible; man will 
Invariably find cause for disagreement. What I do 
hold as essential Is the full recognition of the r»« 
lativlty of all knowledge, the right and necessity 
fer individual interpretation. This Is the basis of 
personality; herein lies its sacredness, Its very 
mystery. We may never fully comprehend another 
personality; but must we despise and ridicule It 
because of this? 

From birth we are exposed to forces which 
tnould our characters. If they are diverse, of 
various origin and of various expression, we will 
develop freely and auume mature proportions. 



religion is the story of man's effort to understand 
and adjust himself to this influence within him. 

Traditionally he has believed that this "ele- 
ment of the divine" within comes from a divine 
being without, and religious communities have 
divided over their interpretation of that divinity. 
But surely, if we rightly experience the will with- 
in, we can and should cooperate without Insisting 
on further agreement In matters of religious 
theory. These can be discussed without emotion; 
their development in history Is of very great In- 
terest and importance. But that they should 
dominate all else and even destroy the funda- 
mental truth from which they arise is supremely 
foolish. 

At McGlll we have a body which could be 
extremely important in the establishment of true 
understanding and mutual reipect between faiths. 
H Is the Inter-Faith Council. It Is of recent birth, 
and has shown, so far, little constructive activity.

Shakespeare is everywhere in 
England — real Shakespeare. At 
the St. James, Olivier and Leigh 
performed "Anthony and Cleo- 
patra" on a revolving stage which 
changed the sets in full view of 
the audience. The scene shifted 
from Rome to Carthago with a 
real Shakespearian facility. 
Old Vic Theatre 

The famous Old Vic theatre at- 
tracts many a tourist by its name 
alone. Scrubbed shiny on the 
outside for the festival, It still re- 
tains its traditional aged dark 
look inside. A balcony on the 
stage adds to the effect, and the 
seats are In tiers with a pit be- 
low, very reminiscent of the old 
Globe where first his plays were 
acted. "Henry V "Merry Wives 
of Windsor" were among this 
season's choice, and they .con- 
vinced us that Shakespeare was 
meant for stage not screen. 

Theatre in the out of doors is 
an interesting medium for a 
Shakespearian play.

Customs of British Theatre 

The customs of the British the- 
atre arc greatly different from 
those in this country and the 
United States. A visitor in Brit- 
ain Is struck by the high quality 
of the acting, by the low prices 
of theatres, and by the typically 
English customs associated with 
theatre-golng. 

Queueing is a national habit In 
England. Most of the good plays 
are very much in demand and are 
sold out months before the sum- 
mer season begins. This means 
that the summer tourist usually 
finds himself in a scries of Jong 
queues. In London theatres, the 
top gallery, called 'the gods', is 
always left unreserved. In the 
early hours of the morning on 
the desired day of performance, 
eager theatre-goers form a long 
line at the box office. After per- 
haps two hours wait, they are 
given a numbered stool which Is 
placed in lis proper order outside 
the entrance to the gallery. This 
only costs about 8c. Performances 
usually start at about 7 or 7.30 
p.m. In London, and Ihc gallery- 
goers usually appear about an 
hour and half before that. They 
sit ontheir respective stools until 
told to go In. They are allowed 
In In the exact order In which 
their stools are placed-l.c. In the

systems within the British univer- 
sities: that of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, and that of the Provincial 
Universities. 

The Provincial Universities are 
run on a system similar to Mc- 
Glll as far as courses and classes 
are concerned. Also, their stan- 
dards are very much alike. The 
majority of students at these 
universities live at home, or in 
digs (boarding houses to you). 

Occasionally they may live In 
hostels run by the university or 
an affiliated group. In the case 
of a few universities, they may 
live In residences, such as Wills 
Hall, for men, at Bristol, or Aber- 
dare Hall, for women, at Cardiff. 
Social life centres around the 
Union, very much as at McGill. 
However, the fraternity and soror- 
ity system does not exist on any 
British campus. They have their 
counterpart of Nifcus, the National 
.Union of Students. 

There are, not as many under- 
graduate newspapers in Britain as 
in Canada, neither do they possess 
uniting body to correspond to the 
Canadian University Press. How- 
ever, this July the annual confer' 
ence of British University Editors 
took place at Hull on England's 
cast coast, where the main speakers 
were from London's Fleet Street, 
the home of British Journalism. 

Nearly all British students have 
spent at least two years in the 
army before coming to univer- 
sity. This means that on the 
whole they are ■ slightly older 
group of students than the Cana- 
dians. Military service of two 
years Is compulsory for all 
British men when they have 
reached 18 years of age. Fol- 
lowing this service, many stu- 
dents are given government 
grants ranging anywhere from 
575.00 to $000.00 annually to help 
continue their education. • 
Whereas at the Provincial Uni- 
versities social life centres around 
the Union, at Oxford and Cam 
bridge it centres in the individual 
colleges. Each student feels that 
he is a member of one of the col 
leges, rather than a member of 
the university as a whole. AI 
though the rivalry is great be- 
tween the colleges, it is even 
greater between Oxford and Cam 
bridge; some Oxford students of 
our acquointance refer to Cam 
bridge merely as "thé other place.' 

At Oxford and Cambridge, a 
Bachelor of Arts Degree Is grant- 
ed following three years of study 
under • tutor. Here, the student 
has few formal classes, much of 
his learning coming from read- 
ing, original research, and talks 
with' his tutor. Each student is 
required to write a certain num- 
ber of essays eaoh month for his 
tutor, and following; an exam at

the end of the first year, there are 
no formal examinations until the 
"Schools" exam at the end of the 
third year. 

Oxford claims to be the elder 
of these two universities, having 
been founded In 872 A.I). She 
now possesses twenty-five men's 
colleges, and five women's. Cam- 
bridge has nineteen men's col- 
leges, and only two for the 
women. It is only within the .last 
five years that women have been 
formally (ranted degrees by 
Cambridge, although they have 
been allowed to study there for 
some time. 

Men at Oxford and Cambridge 
have both a' sitting room and a 
bedroom, and it is in these sitting 
rooms where much of the social 
life takes place. Many afternoons 
and evenings are spent sitting 
around the gas fire drinking tea, 
or even sherry, and it Is here 
where some of the liveliest discus- 
sions arc held. Often the group 
will adjourn to the local pub, but 
all men must be in residence by 
Midnight. 



Women at these universities must 
be in residence before Midnight, 
the actual time varying with each 
college. Their rooms are very sim- 
ilar to those In RVC, and the co- 
eds say that it is a man's life at 
these universities, for he has a 
scout to act as his valet, while the 
girls must fend for themselves. 

The British student of the past 
has often been pictured as a serious 
youth Intensely Interested in hti 
studies and in the future of the 
world. The student of today is no 
different. He seems even more seri- 
ous than h fs predecessors. There ara 
several reasons that might account 
for this. 

The last war could net help 
but have left Its Imprint on him. 
It was the prime motivation in 
his life for over five years. The 
time spent In compulsory mili- 
tary service has given him a ma- 
turity he would not normally 
have obtained until he had left 
university. 

Finally, he Is worried about 
the future of the world. In this

Change Creates New Problems

new problems. Firstly, it Is fea/ed 
. that the School of Physical Edu- 
cation will dominate all sports, 
and thus discourage less skilled 
^ eo-eds from joining the clubs. 
■ Secondly, music, engineering, and 
i other small groups may lose en- 
thusiasm when they arc unable 
to enter squads for competition in 
every sport. 

To discuss these problems, and 
to begin the detailed organization 
of the new system, the Women's 
Intramural Committee met for 
the" first time last Friday. This 
new Committee will consist of 
representatives from each facul- 
ty and athletic club, Miss Ma- 
chin, and staff advisor Miss 
Gladys Bean. 

The first meeting was restrict- 
ed to faculty representative*, 
which Include — arts, Barbara 
Harris; science, Judy Drlscoll; 
graduate nurses, Chris McMillan; 
fine arts, Mary Griffin; Engl- 
fleering, Barbara Roberto n; 
physiotherapy, Biege Carment; 
physical education, Dorothy Pld- 
duck, and commerce, Barbara 
Dubrule. . 
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FACULTIES TO DECIDE 
• Foremost on the agenda was 

the problem of uneven numbers 
of students In the various facul- 
ties. Obviously, some arrange- 
ment would have to be made to 
counterbalance this complex di- 
vision. Members decided to leave 
it up to' the individual faculties 
themselves, is to whether they 
wished to join or participate on 
their own. 

It Is quite probable that in the 
more popular sports, and parti- 
cularly in individual meets, each 
faculty might stand on its own 
feet, while in the lesser games 
as squash or riflery, two or more 
groups would enter one team be- 
tween them. 

A decision was reached as to 
the awarding of championships 
and points. For v the first time, no 
overall championship will be. pre- 
sented, thus abolishing a com- 
plicated point-totaling system and 
the small 'I' award. Instead, 
there will be an intramural 
championship for every sport, to 
be awarded to the faculty or 
combined group of faculties, who 
places first in the competition. 

It Is therefore possible for one 
faculty to hold one champion- 
ship, and another group some 
other title, ind it will also de- 
crease the possibility that the 
Phys. Eds will win every honor. 

Where individual intramural 
tournaments are scheduled, the 
girl placing first will gain the 
championship for her own 
faculty. 

Additional Squads encouraged 
Some faculties may wish to 
enter more than one squad in 
any single competition. This is 
being encouraged, for the main 
purpose it intramural sports is 
not the competitive angle,, but 
rather a recreational form of 
activity. Faculties may them- 
selves choose whether they wish 
to enter teams made up of a 
cross-section of their groups, or 
squads consisting; of players from 
Individual years.' 

Another meeting of the Com- 
mittee is scheduled for next week; 
at that time many of the details 
will be worked out. Then the 
entire policy will be. sent to the 
MWSAA for approval, and from 
there to the Women's Athletic 
Board for final ratification, after 
which It will go into effect 
immediately.

Believing Uiat boldness ot mind 
and thievery are virtues, thieves 
In the sixteenth century wondered 
why they were persecuted and 
hanged. 

This belief was mentioned by Dr. 
Dorothy Ross of Montreal High 
School in her talk to the R.V-C. 
Historical Society Monday evening 
in the R.V.C; New Common Room. 
Her topic was "The Gentle Art of 
Lawbrcaking Four Centuries Ago." 

The rufflcrs or uprlghtmen were 
the aristocrates of roguery. Lock* 
picks and pickpockets were also 
evident at trie time. There was 
even a pickpocket's school, found- 

counter out of a bag with bells on 
it without ringing the bells. 

People were unwilling to accuse 
a man, because of the number ot 
crimes whose penalty was .death. 
They oflcn reduced the value ot 
stolen, articles to ^wclvcpence or 
less, so he would not have to be 
hanged for grand larceny. One free 
crime was allowed if a man could 
recite the neck verse, Psalm 51, 
verse 1. If he couldn't recite it he 
was punished.
